James  Henton  born  April  4,  1804  in  Ohio,  died  1889  in 
McLean  County,  Illinois.  He  married  Eliza  Pope  Dawson  born 
1806  in  Virginia,  died  1883  in  McLean  County,  Illinois.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  the  Reverend  Benjamin  Dawson,  a  Baptist  Min¬ 
ister,  and  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War  and  his  wife,  Ann 
Pope  Roy,  a  widow.  When  James  Henton  was  born  in  Hillsboro, 
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Ohio,  he  was  born  without  thumbs.  His  parents  wrote  back  to 
their  people  in  Virginia,  “God  has  sent  us  a  baby  that  can  never 
make  a  living,”  but  he  went  to  Medical  School  and  became  a 
successful  physician.  He  had  a  large  practice  in  Ohio  for  a 
good  many  years  and  then  in  1852  came  to  Hlinois  and  purchased 
several  hundred  acres  of  land  from  the  Government.  He  had  a 
large  practice  and  did  much  of  his  visiting  by  horseback  in  the 
new  county..  He  and  his  wife  are  both  buried  in  the  Frankeberg- 
er  cemetery  near  Ellsworth,  Illinois.
